TEAM NOTES AGAINST COLUMBUS 

• Saturday's match is the 58th all-time regular-season meeting, and the 64th overall meet¬ 
ing, between the two clubs ... the overall total also includes five MLS Cup playoff meetings 
and one U.S. Open Cup contest 

• Columbus leads the all-time regular-season series between the two teams, 29-17-11 

• The Crew holds a 16-6-6 advantage in matches played in Ohio, including an 11-5-6 mark 
in matches at Crew Stadium 

• The Revs are 11-13-5 at home against Columbus, including a 7-7-4 mark at Gillette 
Stadium since its opening In 2002 

• Saturday's match marks the first of three regular-season meetings between the two clubs 
this season ... the teams close out the regular-season with a home-and-away series in 
the final two weekend of the season (Oct. 19 at Gillette Stadium and Oct. 27 at Crew 
Stadium) 

• The teams split the regular-season series in 2012, with each team posting a 1-1-1 record 
... the clubs played to a 0-0 draw on June 13 ... Columbus earned a 4-3 victory at home 
on Aug. 25 ... the Revs won 2-0 at home Sept. 5 to close out the series 

• New England has won just three times in its last 15 meetings with Columbus dating back 
to the 2007 season ... the Revs are 3-8-4 in that stretch 

• The Revs' last season-series victory over the Crew came in 2006, when the Revolution 
went 2-1-1 against Columbus 

• Outside of MLS competition, the Revs are 3-0-3 against the Crew, including MLS Cup 
Playoff (2-0-3) and U.S. Open Cup (1-0-0) matches 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST COLUMBUS 

• Chad Barrett is the team's current leading scorer against Columbus with three goals and 
three assists 13 games against the Crew 

• Andy Dorman has scored three goals and added two assists against the Crew 

• Jerry Bengtson has one goal in one appearance against Columbus ... his lone goal came 
when on August 25, 2012 at Crew Stadium 

• Lee Nguyen has one goal - a penalty kick goal - in two appearances against the Crew... 
Nguyen buried an 81 st-minute attempt on August 25, 2012 

• Dimitry Imbongo has scored one goal in one career appearance against the Crew 

• Ryan Guy has one goal in two appearances 

• Saer Sene has one assist in two appearances 

• Revolution goalkeeper Matt Reis has started all but one of his 30 appearances against the

LAST MEETING 

New England 2, Columbus 0 

September 5, 2012 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

Dimitry Imbongo scored his first MLS goal early in the second half and Matt Reis notched his 
second consecutive shutout to help the Revs snap a club-record 10-game winless run with a 2-0 
victory over the Crew. Imbongo’s game winner arrived in the 53rd minute when he finished from 
close range after Diego Fagundez’s initial effort struck the post, while the Revs got a bit of insur¬ 
ance in the 74th minute when Crew captain Chad Marshall headed a backpass into his own net.

TEAM NOTES 


ALSTON REMOVED FROM DL, SET TO TRAVEL 

Kevin Alston has been removed from the team’s Disabled List and is now eligible for selection 
to a game day roster... additionally, Alston is among the travel party for this week's two-game 
trip to Colorado and Columbus ... Alston has been undergoing treatment for chronic myelog¬ 
enous leukemia (CML), a rare but treatable form of leukemia, since April when he learned of 
his diagnosis ... while his form of leukemia is not yet curable, his treatment has brought his 
blood levels back to normal levels, allowing him to return to full action. 

MIDWAY THROUGH TWO-GAME SET 

The Revs are in the midst of two games in four days this week with an extended road trip to 
Colorado on Wednesday and Columbus on Saturday ... this is the Revs’ fifth multi-game week 
of the season and the second involving two MLS regular-season matches ... on May 8 and 
May 11, the Revs hosted Real Salt Lake (L, 2-1) and New York (T, 1 -1)... on May 28 and 
June 2, the Revs defeated the Rochester Rhinos (W, 5-1) on the road in Open Cup action, 
and then topped LA(W, 5-1) at home ... on June 12 and June 15, the Revs hosted New York 
(W, 4-1) in Open Cup and then traveled to Vancouver (L, 4-3)... on June 26 and June 29, the 
Revs traveled to the D.C. area to play United (L, 3-1) in Open Cup, before heading to Chivas 
USA(T, 1-1)... the Revs are currently not scheduled to play any more multi-game weeks this 
season. 

TOUGH GO AT CREW STADIUM 

The Revs have not had much success at Crew Stadium in recent years ... in the club's last 
10 matches - dating back to 2005 - the Revs have gone 2-5-3 at Crew Stadium ... the team’s 
last win in Columbus came back on October 25, 2009, a 1 -0 win to close out the regular sea¬ 
son ... the Revs are 6-16-6 at Columbus all-time, including a 5-11-6 mark at Crew Stadium. 

WEDNESDAY RE-WIND 

The Revs dropped the first of a two-game road trip in Colorado on Wednesday night, falling 
2-1 despite taking a 1-0 lead into the half... Juan Toja gave the team a 1-0 lead with a 15th- 
minute free kick goal, but the Revs surrendered a pair of second-half goals to drop three road 
points ... the match was the Revs’ first loss of the season after leading at the half... it was also 
the team’s third loss - in 10 attempts - when they scored first. 

BACK-TO-BACK BLIGHTS 

Wednesday’s loss at Colorado marked the team’s second loss in a row, following Saturday’s 
defeat to Houston at Gillette Stadium ... this is the first time in 2013 that the Revs have droppd 
consecutive matches ... the last time the Revs lost two games in a row was Sept. 29 and Oct. 
6,2012 - losses at Houston (2-0) and at Philadelphia (1-0), respectively. 

UNCHARACTERISTIC DEFENSIVE EFFORT 

Wednesday’s 2-1 loss at Colorado also marked the first time the Revs have given up more 
than one goal in consecutive games ... the team suffered a 2-1 loss to Houston at home last 
Saturday, July 13, before Wednesday’s 2-1 loss ... after allowing two goals in Colorado, the 
Revs dropped one place to second in MLS in team goals against average (0.95), a category 
the Revs had consistently led this season. 

MORE DROPPED POINTS 

The Revs, currently in sixth place in the Eastern Conference and five points behind fifth place 
Houston Dynamo, saw three more potential points slip away last Wednesday in Colorado by 
allowing two goals in a five-minute span to eventually fall, 2-1 ... the Revs had a game-in- 
hand on Houston entering Wednesday’s match but failed to gain any ground on the final 
playoff berth ... following the loss in Colorado, both the Revs and Dynamo have played 19 
games with one meeting left between the two teams at Gillette Stadium on Sept. 28. 

TOJA TAKES ONE 

Juan Toja’s goal on Wednesday at Colorado was his first goal as a member of the Revolution 
in MLS action ... Toja joined the Revs on Aug. 27, 2012, through the MLS Allocation Process 
... Toja has played 20 games in New England, including 15 this season. 

DE JA VU FOR TOJA, TWICE OVER 

Juan Toja’s goal on Wednesday night in Colorado was his first goal in MLS action in almost 
five years ... prior to Wednesday, his last MLS goal came on July 19, 2008 when he was 
a member of FC Dallas ... cooincidently, that goal in 2008 also came against Colorado ... 
overally, Toja has scored twice this season - once in the U.S. Open Cup quarterfinals at D.C. 
United on June 26, and Wednesday ... both of his tallies this year have been left-footed free 
kicks, taken from just outside the penalty area. 

SENE, TIERNEY SIDELINED 

Two regular starters did not make the trip to Colorado for Wednesday's midweek game ... 

Saer Sene (hip contusion) did not travel and missed his first game since the May 18 match at 
Houston, in which he did not dress ... unable to travel, Sene saw his modest two-game scoring 
streak snapped after he had scored goals on July 6 against San Jose and July 13 against 


Houston ... Chris Tierney (L knee irritation) also missed Wednesday’s match at Colorado ... 
Tierney had started the last six consecutive matches at left back (and 15 overall) and recently 
moved in to the Revs’ career appearances chart in 10th place with 117, surpassing Kevin 
Alston (116) on July 13 against Houston. 

GUY, BARNES BACK IN THE MIX 

Injuries to Saer Sene and Chris Tierney opened the door for Ryan Guy and Darrius Barnes to 
step into the starting 11 against Colorado on Wednesday ... Guy made his first start at right 
midfield since the team's match in Houston on May 18 ... Guy has now made 10 appearances, 
including eight starts ... Barnes also drew his first start since the Houston match on May 18 as 
well... the defender has now made four appearances this season, including three starts, all of 
which have come at left back. 

TOP D, BUT LATE GOALS 

While the Revs have MLS’ top defense entering the week, there is one area where the team 
is not top dogs defensively: surrendering late goals ... the Revs have allowed seven goals - 39 
percent of all goals allowed this season - in the final 15-minute interval of games ... as a com¬ 
parison, the Revs have allowed 11 goals total on the season in the first 75 minutes of games. 

TIERNEY CRACKS TOP-10 IN APPEARANCES 

Last Saturday’s match against the Houston Dynamo marked Chris Tierney’s 117th career 
appearance and 106th start as a member of the Revs ... with his 117th appearance, Tierney 
passed Kevin Alston for sole possession of 10th place all-time in the club’s career appear¬ 
ances list... all of Tierney's career appearances have come as a member of the Revs ... the 
left back has made 15 appearances this season, including 12 starts, and has recorded three 
assists. 

HEALTHY BALANCE UP FRONT AND IN BACK 

With a solid back line and 11 different goal scorers this season, the Revs are one of the most 
balanced teams in MLS ... the Revs are tied for second in the Eastern Conference in goal 
differential (+5), and tied for fifth in the league in the category... Real Salt Lake (+14), the 
Portland Timbers (+12) Sporting Kansas City (+10) and Vancouver Whitecaps (+6) are the only 
teams with higher goal differentials so far this season. 

ROWE RACKING UP ASSISTS 

Kelyn Rowe recorded his sixth assist of the season in the Revs’ 2-0 win over San Jose on July 
6 ... the second-year midfielder nutmegged Earthquakes defender Dan Gargan and placed a 
ball directly on to the foot of a streaking Lee Nguyen, who then found Dimitry Imbongo in front 
of goal, where he beat Jon Busch ... Rowe's sixth assist established a new single-season best 
after he recorded five assists as a rookie ... Rowe's six assists are the fourth most in MLS and 
he enters the weekend tied for fifth in assists in the league. 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Switzer¬ 
land's Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored MLS’ 
second-ranked defense and is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this 
season ... Goncalves has backed the Revs’ defense that has posted a league-best 10 shutouts 
and allowed the fewest goals (18), all while integrating nine different defenders into the four- 
man lineup through 19 games. 

GONCALVES GETTING THE LOVE 

As media pundits have provided their mid-season marks this week, one defender has stood out 
to many: Jose Goncalves ... Goncalves, in his first season with the Revs and already donning 
the captain's armband, has been recognized as ESPNFC.com, Soccer by Ives and Goal.com's 
midseason defender of the year and as NBC Pro Soccer Talk's mid-season newcomer of the 
year... by backing the Revs' league-leading defense and providing a veteran presence to the 
Revs' relatively young back line, Goncalves has drawn notice for the affect he’s had on New 
England's defense. 

FAGUNDEZ LIKES IT HOT 

As the summer has heated up, so has Diego Fagundez ... the 18-year old has recorded a goal, 
an assist or both in six of the team’s last 10 MLS matches, dating back to May 11... he scored 
single goals against New York (May 11), Houston (May 18) and Toronto (May 25), before scor¬ 
ing one goal and adding two assists against LA (June 2)... after the team was shut out in a 0-0 
draw against D.C. (May 8), Fagundez packed back up against Vancouver (June 15), recording 
an assist before picking his second in as many games at Chivas USA (June 29)... in that 
span, Fagundez has scored four of his five goals and recorded all four of his assists. 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Three regular Revs starters are products of MLS youth academy programs, including two from 
the Revs' own youth system, and based off all MLS Homegrown players’ stats entering Week 
20, the Revs’ Homegrown products have provided the most production to any MLS team ... 
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Revs products include Diego Fagundez (16 games, 1238 minutes, team-leading five goals, 
four assists) and Scott Caldwell (14 games, 994 minutes, one assist) were signed from the 
Revolution Academy, while Juan Agudelo (11 games overall, 780 minutes, five goals, one as¬ 
sist this season) is a product of New York's academy ... Fagundez (18 years old) and Agudelo 
(20 years old) have combined to score eight of the team’s 23 goals this year, while Fagundez 
and Caldwell (22 years old) have combined for five of the team's 23 assists. 

REVS’ HOMEGROWNS PROVIDING LEAGUE’S BEST BANG 

The Revs’ own Homegrown duo of Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell has been this year's 
top-producing Homegrown products of any team’s own currenly-rostered Homegrown players 
... the pair’s combined total of 30 appearances, 25 starts, 2,332 minutes played, five goals 
and five assists tops the next closest team’s own Homegrown grouping ... the Revs’ players 
have also played more first-team minutes, scored more goals and added more assists than 
any other team's own currently rostered Homegrown products, passing the five-some from 
Columbus with totals of 23 games played, 17 games started, 1,551 minutes played, one goal 
and one assist. 

AGUDELO OUT 

Juan Agudelo is listed as OUT for this week’s games with a right knee sprain, and is consid¬ 
ered week-to-week with the injury ... Agudelo suffered the injury late in a match against D.C. 
United (June 26) in the quarterfinals of the U.S. Open Cup ... Agudelo appeared in five games 
since joining the Revs on May 7 before the injury... the New York Red Bulls Academy product 
has scored five goals on the season (three with the Revs) and recorded one assist (with 
Chivas). 

TIERNEY LENDS A GAME-WINNING HAND 

Chris Tierney's assist on Juan Agudelo’s goal at Vancouver on June 15 was the 19th of his 
career... Tierney is tied for eighth on the Revs’ career assist chart (tied with Imad Baba) and 
his assist at Vancouver moved him ahead of current Revs teammate Andy Dorman to the 
eighth-place tie ... nine of his 19 career assists have been game-winning assists, ranking him 
third in Revs history in the category 

CALDWELL COMES THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing, has made a strong impression in 
his rookie season ... the Braintree, Mass., product has made 14 appearances - including 10 
starts - seeing time in the central midfield ... Caldwell has cracked the starting lineup in seven 
of the last eight matches for the Revs ... Caldwell, who graduated from Akron in December 
after a stellar four-year career with the Zips, is among three Revs rookies who have seen time 
this year, including defender Andrew Farrell (17GP/17GS at right back) and midfielder Donnie 
Smith (1GP/1GS at left midfield). 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Veteran goalkeeper Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his MLS outings in 2013 ... in the 
season opener at Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the 
second game of the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves 
against Sporting KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, 
Reis has posted shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1,2012 (0-0 vs. Philadel¬ 
phia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 
2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank 
fourth all-time in MLS history. 


“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris 
Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... 
both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players 
... Caldwell was the youth teams' first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year 
career at Akron. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 

SOVEREIGN | SANTANDER’S “GOALS FOR CHARITY” PROGRAM IN FULL SWING 

Sovereign | Santander, the official bank of the New England Revolution, has launched the 
“Goals for Charity” campaign to coincide with the CONCACAF Gold Cup 2013 and the second 
half of the Revs’ season ... in the program, Sovereign | Santander will contribute $500 for 
every goal scored during the Gold Cup 2013 and by the Revolution, in games between now 
and October 17 (up to $50,000) to three Boston non-profit organizations: The Boys & Girls 
Clubs of Boston, Cradles to Crayons and Camp Harborview ... the Revs’ goal donation total 
to date is $2,000 (four goals). 

UNDER-18’s DROP FIRST TWO GAMES 

The Revolution’s Under-18 team dropped its first two games at 2012-13 U.S. Soccer Develop¬ 
ment Academy Finals Week in heart-breaking fashion ... the U18s took late leads into both 
its first and second games and in both matches, surrendered a pair of goals inside the final 
10 minutes to fall... the Under-18 team dropped its opening game of the last Sunday to 
Shattucks-Saint Mary’s, after holding a 2-1 lead late but saw Shattucks equalize in the 87th 
minute and then score the game-winner minutes later... the Under 18’s then dropped their 
second game to De Anza Force on Tuesday, 2-1, in similar fashion ... the Revs held a 1-0 
lead into the 80th minute but surrendered goals in the 80th and 86th minutes ... the Revs 
finish off Finals Week play with a match against St. Louis Scott Gallagher on Thursday, before 
a placement game on Sunday. 

MACHADO, AVIZA EARN ACADEMY HONORS 

Two Revs Academy players earned national recognition from U.S. Soccer for their per¬ 
formances during the 2012-13 U.S. Soccer Development Academy season ... Under-18 
midfielder Dominik Machado earned a place on the U17/18 East Conference Starting XI, while 
goalkeeper Austin Aviza earned a place on the U15/16 East Conference Starting XI ... both 
players are on the travel roster for the Under-18 team that will vye for the national champion¬ 
ship next week at Finals Week ... both Machado and Aviza have extensive training time with 
the Revs’ first team, as well.

The Revs’ standout goalkeeper has been widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers 
for much of the last decade ... the 2012 season was his ninth season as the team’s primary 
netminder, but he missed large portions of the 2010 and 2011 seasons while recovering from 
various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... re-signed with the Revolution in the 
2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career goalkeeping record, including games 
played in goal (244), games started in goal (243), minutes played in goal (21,882), goals 
against average (1.33), wins (87), saves (968), shutouts (63) and save percentage (.722)... 
recorded his 70th career shutout in the 2-0 win against Columbus on September 5, 2012 ... re¬ 
corded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 2012 home opener against Portland on 
March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first 
goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 matches for the club in the 2009 season opener 
against San Jose, while he became the seventh goalkeeper in MLS history to record 60 career 
shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colorado on May 7,2011... recorded his 50th shutout as a 
member of the Revolution on Aug. 14, 2010, with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... voted to the 
2007 and 2008 MLS All-Star Games as a “First XI" (top vote-getter) selection ... a four-time 
MLS All-Star and a four-time finalist for MLS goalkeeper of the year (2005-08) ... launched the 
Matt Reis Charity Golf Challenge in 2011 and held the second-annual event on Sept. 17, 2012 
... has raised more than $125,000 - in conjunction with the Johnny Damon Foundation - for 
Boston’s Children's Hospital (2011-12), Multiple Sclerosis Foundation (2011-12), Grassroot 
Soccer (2011), and various local charities (2012).
